URING THE fiscal year April 1, 1963 to 
March 31, 1964, a total of $583,323 was 
id out of the Motor Vehicle Accident Claims 
und on behalf of motorists involved in accidents, 
hose vehicles were not insured. In an effort 
persuade Alberta motorists to carry the pro- 
per insurance on all motor vehicles, new legis-

Alberta motorists completing their 1965 Lic- 
ise Application Forms will be required to answer 
ie following question: “Do you have the neces- 
wy imsurance coverage?” 

If the answer is “No”, indicating that a 
shicle is not so insured, the owner will be re- 
iired to pay an additional fee of $20.00 into 
1© Motor Vehicle Accident Claims Fund, for- 
‘erly known as the “Unsatisfied Judgement 
und”, This $20.00 must be added to the “Total 
‘ee Payable” on the application for vehicle lic- 
nse, and the license issuing office must receive 
‘n application for a Motor Vehicle Accident 

Claims Certificate (green certificate) at the time 
‘n application is made for a vehicle license. 

A separate green certificate application form 
must be completed and the additional $20.00 
‘ee paid for each and every uninsured motor 
vehicle to be registered. The Motor Vehicle 
Accident Claims Act, Section 22, provides for 
a maximum penalty of $500.00 where the ap- 
plication indicates that a motor vehicle is in- 
sued, when in fact it is an uninsured vehicle. 

The law requires the operator of a motor 
vehicle to produce upon request by a peace of- 
ficer either 

(a) a financial responsibility card (pink card) 
for that vehicle, or ; 

(b) a certificate (green certificate) issued under 
the Motor Vehicle Accident Claims Act acknow- 
ledging that the $20.00 fee has been paid into 
the fund in respect of the motor vehicle. 

The law enforcement bodies in cities, towns 
and rural areas throughout the province, R.C.M.P., 
city and municipal police will be carrying out 
a Spot-checks of motor vehicles for the 
Mo of determining which motorists are 
bord and have failed to pay the $20.00 fee.

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For THE FIRST TIME in Alberta’s history, 
verbatim records of proceedings in the Leg- 
islative Assembly will be permanently chronicled 
on tape recorders.

in the press gallery will be tied in with the sound 
re-inforcement system, installed last year to as- 
sist in diffusing sound evenly throughout the 
Assembly, Chamber. These are automatic and 
capable of recording continuously for two hours 
each. When a machine has only 30 seconds re- 
cording time left, or a break occurs in the tape, 
the other machine is switched on automatically. 


Each tape has two sound tracks, one to re- 
cord Assembly proceedings, the other for the 
operator to record pertinent data, such as the 
speaker's name, time and subject under discus- 
sion. 


Initially, four persons will handle the opera- 
tion, one on recording, two on transcribing and 
one on assembling the printed copies. One copy 
will be available to each member of the Legis- 
lative Assembly and one to each Member of the 
Press Gallery, free of charge. 





HENRY A. RUSTE NAMED 
TO MINISTERIAL POST 


On Tuesday, February 16, Henry Arild Ruste, 
47, Social Credit, M.L.A. for Wainwright, was 
sworn in as Alberta’s Minister of Lands and 
Forests. Mr. Ruste succeeds the Honorable Nor- 
man A. Willmore, who was killed in a traffic 
accident February 3. 


First elected to the Alberta Legislature at 
the general election in June, 1955, Mr. Ruste was 
re-elected at elections in 1959 and 1963. 


Mr. Ruste was born August 29, 1917, the 
son of Johan Johnson Ruste and Ronnaug Bjorns- 
gaard, both Norwegians. He was educated in 
Wainwright and is a member of the Lutheran 
faith, On March 3, 1954, he married Arlene 
Christine, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Oskar Stef- 
fensen of Irma, Alberta, who is a graduate of 
the University of Alberta with a degree in Bache- 
lor of Science in Home Economics. They have 
three children, Ivor, 10, Sharon 8, and Donald 4. 


Mr. Ruste served several terms on the Board 
of the Wainwright Municipal Hospital, as Chair- 
man and member of Wainwright R.E.A., member 








of the Board of the Wainwright Co-op., on the 
supervisory committee of the Wainwright and 
district Savings and Credit Union, as a member 
of his church board, as an alternate director for 
District 7 — F.U.A. and in an executive capacity 
of the local F.U.A. as well as being active in 
other community organizations. 


Mr. Ruste owns and operates a large modern 
farm near Wainwright, a part of which was 
homesteaded by his father in 1905, on which he 
produces grain and livestock. 
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EXPENDITURE INCREASED 
IN ALL DEPARTMENTS 


Alberta’s budget for the coming fiscal year shows an 


estimated increase of almost $80 million dollars over the 


1964-1965 figures. This represents by far the largest increase 
from one year to the next in the history of Alberta, approximately 
equal to the entire budget of fifteen years ago. 

Total expen ‘itures for 1965-66 are expected to be $493,- 
782,862 including $102,554,501 for capital expenditures. Total 
estimated revenues are $471,144,010 leaving an estimated 
overall deficit of $22,638,852 which will be paid in full from 
surplus funds that have accumulated in previous years. No 
new taxes will be introduced, and no borrowing will be required, 

The Departments of Public Works, Education and Public 
Health will receive the greatest increases, with estimated 
expenditures in all other departments increased by lesser 
amounts. The only item which has decreased as compared 
with the present fiscal year is the appropriation for servicing 
the Public Debt, which has dropped from $2,527,600 in 
1964-65 to $2,162,580 in 1965-66. 

Additional revenues for the coming fiscal year are expected 
from the Department of Mines and Minerals, the Treasury 
Department, the Department of Health, and the Department 
of the Provincial Secretary. Alberta Government Telephones, 
as a revenue producing public utility, will contribute $500,000. 

As of March 31, 1964, Alberta’s main reserves amounted 
to $468,549,000 invested in provincial securities and in cash 
and Federal and Provincial debentures. 


AGRICULTURE 

Operations of the services to the farming industry in 
Alberta will require expenditures of $9,475,625, an increase 
of $1,240,130 over last year. 

Appropriations totalling $996,135 have been entered for 
district agriculturists and home economists to bring personalized 
service to farmers. An additional sum of $1,336,675 has been 
included for supervision and control of field crops and inspection 
of the dairy, poultry and livestock industries. The agricultural 
colleges at Olds, Vermilion and Fairview will require $1,414,020, 
and further sums will be spent on farm economics and land 
development under the A.R.D.A. program. 

Large sums have been provided to continue development 
of irrigation projects, particularly at St. Mary’s and Bow River. 
and land utilization and water control will also require sub- 
stantial appropriations. 

In the capital estimates of the Public Works Department 
it is proposed that $2,098,450 be spent for the Department 
of Agriculture, which includes $1,713,850 construction at the 
three schools of Agriculture and $250,000 to commence con- 
struction of a veterinary laboratory in Edmonton. 

Interest and rebates of insurance premiums on loans under 
the Farm Purchase Credit Act are expected to total $665,000 

in revenue on income account. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL 

The total vote for the Attorney General's Department 
has been increased to $13,029,190, an additional $1,232,530. 

The cost of operating of gaols and institutions has increased 
by $656,845 to a total of $4,874,640. A new agreement with the 
Federal Government for R.C.M.P. protection will cost $2,813,- 
630, an increase of $790,030. 

Revenues from fees under the Land Titles Act and from 
statute fines are estimated at $2,500,000 and $2,100,000 respec- 
tively, with other revenues expected from fees charged for 
various legal services. 

Considerable construction for gaols and institutions will 
be included in the capital vote for the Department of Public 
Works. Total construction is estimated to cost $3,927,650 and 
will include $849,000 for a new Provincial Gaol at Peace River; 
$995,000 for a new rehabilitation centre at Belmont, $550,000 
for an administration building at the Provincial Gaol in Cal- 
gary, and $410,000 for an addition to the Institute for Boys 
and Girls at Belmont. : 


EDUCATION 
The Province’s contribution toward the ever-growing 
investment in education shows an increase of $21,702,900. Total 
expenditures for 1965-66 are expected to reach $116,492,260, 
29.67 per cent of the total estimated expenditures on income 
account. Grants to schools have been increased by $10,770,000

to a total of $82,300,000 and $15,000,000 has been provided for 
the construction of vocational schools. Of this latter amount, 
$11,567,000 will be recovered from the Federal Government. 

Amounts of $2,511,735 and $2,137,745 are included in 
the estimates for the operation of the Northern and Southern 
Alberta Institutes of Technology. Due to the technical nature 
of the courses offered, substantial reimbursements will be re- 
ceived from the Federal Government. 

A total amount of $18,500,000 has been included in the 
estimates for the payment of operating grants to the Universities 
of Alberta in Edmonton and Calgary, and the University and 
College Assistance Act will be amended to provide for this 
payment, which is estimated at $1,365 per student. 

The policy of assisting deserving students to a University 
and Technical School education will be expanded and $1,600,- 
000 has been provided in grants, with an additional $400,000 
in loans for this purpose. 

An exceptionally extensive program of constructing and 
equipping education buildings has been provided for, with 
$13,286,000 allocated to new University buildings, including 
$3,000,000 to commence the social sciences building and 
$1,200,000 for a central cooling plant at Edmonton. In Cal- 
gary, $2,000,000 has been included to complete Calgary Hall, 
$965,000 to finish the sciences building, $800,000 to com- 
mence the engineering building, and a like amount for a 
central heating and cooling building. 

The $7,317,900 appropriated for the Institutes of Tech- 
nology includes $3,000,000 to commence t Tower complex 
and $1,600,009 for an addition to the heating plant at the 
Southern Alberta Institute of Technology, and $2,000,000 to 
complete the Tower Building at the Northern Institute. 

In addition to the building program, $4,000,000 will be 
required to furnish and equip buildings at the two universit- 
ies, and $1,701,305 for furnishings and equipment at the In- 
stitutes of Technology. 


EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 

Estimated expenditures for the Executive Council during 
1965-66 are $9,907,127, an increase of $2,879,923 over the 
previous year. 

A capital appropriation in the amount of $2,500,000 has 
been introduced in this section of the budget to launch a new 
program of roads, airstrips and other public works projects 
recommended by the Northern Development Council. 

The Research Council of Alberta will require $1,832,737 
to continue its studies and research, and a pilot plant with office 
and laboratory accommodation will be constructed, for which 
$1,320,000 has been included in the Public Works vote.

In addition to the large sums required to maintain main 
and district highways, a new amount of ‘$2,000,000 has been 
provided to assist cities in construction of highways that con- 
nect with provincial highways. ; 

In the capital section, an additional $2,000,000 has been 
appropriated for construction of highways in the Lesser Slave 
Lake area. 
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The increase in expenditure is due to the extension of 
recreational and cultural activities, to provide centennial grants 
of $1.00 per capita to the municipalities, and to develop the 
Provincial Museum project in preparation for its opening in 
1967. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 

Estimates for the Department of Health are increased 
by $15,487,450 to a total of $120,124,150. This represents 
30.7 percent of the total operating budget and nearly one- 
quarter of the total budget on combined income and capital 
accounts. Actual gross estimated expenditures amount to 
$126,326,050, but reimbursements from the Federal Government 
on cost sharing services reduces the expenditure by $6,201,900. 

The total estimated cost of the Alberta Hospitalization 
Plan is $85,179,750, $9,209,750 more than last year. $3,000,000 
has been provided to pay grants to the operators of nursing 
homes, amounting to $4.50 per bed-day for all patients not on 
public assistance. 

—Under the Alberta Medical Care Plan, $3,043,000 has 
been included in the estimates to pay for subsidies on medical 
insurance rates for those residents who qualify. 

Increased costs and extended services at the Alberta Mental 
Hospitals have resulted in appropriations requiring $1,388,200 
more than last year to a total of $14,874,100; care of tuber- 
culosis patients will cost $2,670,200, and the cost of concer treat- 
ment has been increased from $1,489,500 to $2,103,000 to 
provide for the latest equipment.

A substantial program of construction, expected to cost $5,- 
464,500 has again been included by the Department of Public 
Works for health services. Allocated for additions and reno- 
vations at government hospitals, $2,402,500; for construction of 
the new cancer clinic, $1,500,000; construction of a nursing 
home for veterans, $1,000,000; and additions to the Provincial 
Laboratory of Public Health, $450,000. 


PUBLIC WORKS 

Estimated expenditures for the Department of Public 
Works are $73,089,730, an increase of $26,892,990 from last 
year. A greatly accelerated program of construction of public 
buildings accounts for $48,060,100 of this amount, with capital 
expenditures estimated at $56,422,000. 

The increase in the estimated expenditure on income 
account is due to higher maintenance costs resulting from more 
buildings to be looked after, and appropriations totalling 
$14,384,350 have been included for this purpose. Grants to 
municipalities in lieu of taxes will require $1,750,000 and 
$121,000 has been provided to assist certain municipalities in 
the construction of police buildings. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 
The estimated gross amount to be required for public wel- 
fare next vear is $46,365,165 against which is applied Federal 
reimbursements to bring the department's net cost dowa to 
$29,375,280. This represents an increase of $2,587,805 over 
last year.

Provision has been made in the Public Works estimates to 
build four more homes for senior citizens. By the end of next 
year, there will be in operation 65 homes throughout the pro- 
vince. It is also intended to construct various welfare homes 
and hostels at an estimated cost of $1,320,000. 


TREASURY 

Estimated revenue for the Treasury Department during the 
coming year shows an increase of $12,148,230 over the 1964-65 
figure. Higher returns are expected from the Federal Govern- 
ment, the Alberta Income Tax Act is expected to yield $65,700,- 
000, an increase of $6,550,000, while the province’s share of 
estate taxes and of certain public utilities corporations taxes are 
estimated to be $4,850,000 and $3,000,000 respectively. 

Interest on invested reserves will amount to $17,853,680 
and principal repayments will be $10,244,700. Liquor profits 
are expected to be $2,000,000 higher at $28,500,000, 

Operations of the Treasury Branches will expand and the 
appropriation has increased from $4,490,370 to $5,953,430. 
However, earnings and profits from Treasury Branches will 
amount to $7,800,000, an increase of $1,300,000 over last year. 
Unconditional grants to municipalities will be increased from 
$16,500,000 to $16,926,000. 

Under the Farm Purchase Credit Act, 2,521 applications 
were approved to the end of 1964, totalling $13,826,936 in loans, 
with anticipated additional loans for the next year amounting to 
$1,800,000. In addition, $1,000,000 in loans under The Rural 
Telephones Revolving Fund Act have been anticipated. 


MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE 
Provincial assistance to municipalities to be made directly 
and indirectly is estimated to be $211,801,060, an increase of 
$43,517,224, The total for 1965-66 is 42.89 per cent of the 
over-all budget. 
Grants to schools have been increased by $10,711,500, to 
a total of $81,983,000; net provincial assistance towards con- 
struction of technical schools is estimated to be $3,750,000; 
and $1,200,000 has been appropriated as a contribution to the 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund. Grants to municipalities for con- 
struction and maintenance of highways will be $20,690,000, 
an increase of $2,310,000 over the previous year, and $16,926,- 
000 will be distributed as unconditional grants.

- By New Mental Health Act 


A NEW CONCEPT in legislation governing 
the care of mentally ill persons is embodied 
in the Alberta Mental Health Act, which became 
effective on January 1, 1965. The Act was pat- 
terned after the British Mental Health Act of 
it1959, adapting its principles to the Alberta scene. 
Some use was also made of the Saskatchewan 
Mental Health Act of 1961. 


, The Mental Health Act now pertains to men- 

Stally disordered persons, which includes persons 

s suffering from mental illness, mental retardation, 

yor any other disorder or disability of the mind. 

» One main purpose of the Act is to stress as much 

eas possible the voluntary admission of patients 
to Alberta mental hospitals. 


: For the unwilling patient, admission is aut- 
] horized by two medical certificates, or, in the 
wy case of an emergency, one medical certificate. 

Under the Act, the use of one medical certificate 
i! only is permitted when it appears impossible to 
’ obtain the certificate of another physician within 
a reasonable length of time. Medical certificates 
issued to authorize admission of a mentally ill 
person to hospital must specify that the patient 
is believed to require “care, supervision and con- 
tro) for his own protection and/or welfare, or 
for the protection of others”. 


fr 


a These medical certificates are of limited dura- 
tion, so that the patient can willingly become a 
voluntary patient. Should it be necessary to re- 
tain the patient in hospital, a renewal certificate 
must be issued within 30 days, and this renewal 
is good for only six months. At the end of this 
time, unless the patient wishes to become a 
voluntary patient, a further certificate must be 
issued for a similar period. 


To further protect the patient, he or his 
nearest relative has a right to file a complaint 
: to a review panel. This panel will be made up 
' of three persons, a psychiatrist, a lawyer and a 
lay person. The panel must hear the complaint 
and must issue a decision, which may or may 
not agree with the issuance of a renewal certifi- 
cate. They may decide that the renewal certifi- 
cate should not have been issued, or that the 
existing certificate should be revoked. The Super- 
intendent must then take action on the basis of 
the decision of this panel. 


The patient or a responsible relative has the 
right to appeal to the review panel each time a 
renewal certificate is issued. 
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The Act also gives the Minister of Health 
the right to request that a patient be examined 
by a review panel — in other words, the Minister 
may act on behalf of a patient. However, the 
decision of the review panel is not necessarily 
final, as the patient has the right to appeal to 
a Supreme Court Judge, to overrule the de- 
cision of the panel. 


With the repeal of the Mental Defectives 
Act and the Mental Diseases Act, a judicial en- 
quiry is no longer necessary. In a_ situation 
where the patient refuses examination, a reliable 
person may complain to a magistrate, who may 
order the police to apprehend the patient and 
take him to a hospital or a place of safety for 
examination. There a doctor must examine him 
and decide whether he is to be released, or issue 
a certificate. 


The functions of a mental hospital have 
changed a great deal in the last ten years. They 
are now operated in a manner more nearly re- 
sembling the operation of a general hospital, but 
still providing protection for the patients. For 
example, under the new Act, when a person has 
sufficiently recovered from a mental illness to be 
discharged, he must be discharged, just as a 
person recovered from illness is discharged from 
any general hospital. 


The names of the hospitals, too, have been 
changed. They are now called “Alberta Hospitals” 
and designated by their geographic locations. 
Thus, the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, 
becomes the “Alberta Hospital, Ponoka”; the 
Oliver Mental Hospital and Provincial Mental 
Institute in Edmonton becomes “Alberta Hospital, 
Edmonton”. The new title for the Provincial 
Training School at Red Deer is the “Alberta 
School Hospital, Red Deer”. Emotionally dis- 
turbed children may be treated at Linden House, 
a separate unit on the grounds of the Alberta 
School Hospital, Red Deer. Mentally retarded 
persons over 16 years of age may be admitted 
to Deerhome, Red Deer. 


During the six months following January q; 
1965, each person presently a patient in one of 
the Alberta Hospitals will be given the opportu- 
nity to become a voluntary patient. At the end 
of that time, if any patients have not yet done 
so, both patient and relatives will be notified of 
their right of appeal to a review panel. It is of 
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STANDARD RATE SET 
FOR CERTIFICATES 


A N IMPORTANT first step towards a stan- 
dard fee across Canada for birth, death 
and marriage certificates will be taken in Alberta 
on April 1, 1965. On and after that date, a flat 
two dollar charge will be in effect in this Province 
for each certificate issued to the public, regard- 
less of whether it is the wallet-size plastic certifi- 
cate or the long paper form. 


This standard fee for all provinces and ter- 
ritories was recommended by the Vital Statistics 
Council for Canada at a meeting in Ottawa last 
June. The Council, a body composed of the vital 
statistics registrars of the provinces and territories 
under the chairmanship of the Dominion Statis- 
tician, found wide variations in the fees charged 
from province to province, and for different types 
of certificates in the same province, as well as 
for extra copies of the same document. The dis- 
crepancies in price ranges were confusing to the 
public, who often enclosed the wrong amounts 
with applications, especially so in cases where 
an applicant was applying for certificates con- 
currently from several provinces. The council 
members also felt that the $2.00 fee was a fair 
and reasonable charge for the service that is 


being provided. 


The new two fr rate will replace prices
